Mr. Chandler presented a petition from 
Union county, Arkansas, representing 
that at the State election there in Sep­

would be located at Ingalls tim people of 
Cimarron caused an injunction to be is­ 
sued. 
The leader was Charles G. Greg­ 
ory, who, fearing to appear in Ingalls, 
sent by mail bonds for costs to the clerk 
of Hie District Court. 
Th® postmaster at Ingalls received tho 
letter, but would not deliver it. 
Tues­ 
day Gregory went over to Ingalls to look 
after some business when he was set upon 
by a mob led by Billy A insw orth, Peter 
Harding and George Bold. who demand­ 
ed that he withdraw the suit under 
penalty of death. 
Ile did so, and was 
forced to go to the postoffice, where tile 
clerk of the court was given the letter, 
and reaching it to the crowd, it was torn 
up. 
Gregory was then turned loose, and 
yesterday he went over to Ingalls with 
fifty armed men. The three desperadoes 
who led th® moi) Tuesday, finding that 
they were wanted by the Ingalls crowd, 
tried to get out of town, when Allius-

The other two got away on fast 
horses, but it is thought Bold was 
wounded. 
There was some shooting 
around town, and it was feared a gen­ 
eral hattlo would ensue.

Ingalls men were marked with bullets, 
while four horses and two men of the 
Cimarron crowd wero wounded before 
they left town. 
The postmaster will be railed upon to 
answer for holding the letter containing 
tile bond for costs of suit, and the coun­ 
ty authorities, who are In g a lls men, will 
be asked to look after the m atter of 
forcing Cimarron parties to withdraw 
the suit. 
Groat excitement prevails and 
there will doubtless be more conflicts be­ 
fore the m atter is ended.

ST A R OF BETHLEHEM. 


R elief Concerning Its Appearance During 
the Present Year. 
Astronomical calool ilioas show that 
we Ghsll witness a mo6t interesting phe­ 
nomenon iu the courte of tbe year 1810. 
A sixth 6tar will be added to the five 
fixed stars forming tbe constellation of 
Cassiopeia. If this star appears in 1890 
it will have been teen seven limes tinct 
the beginning rf the Christian era. It w?s 
discovered the last time by Tjoho de 
Brahe in 1572, who described it as a star 
©^extraordinary brightness, which out­ 
shone the stars of the first magnitude, 
and could be seen in the light cf day 
But af tar three weeks the brightness 
faded and, after having been via hie for 
seventeen months, It disappeared as sod­ 
denly as it had come. The star is on 
reoord in the annals of 1264 A . D., and 
of 945 A. D., during the Emperor Otte’s 
reign, It has been supposed tbit this 
heavenly body is the identical Star of 
Bethlehem, 
and 
it seems to appear 
once in abont three hundred and fifteen 
year?. Now, if it be calculated backward 
from 945 that would make its appear 
anee coincident w i’h the date of the birth 
of Christ, and when tbe calculation is 
made from 945 forward, tho star was due 
in 1250, 1575 and 1890. Dr. Paliea, of 
the Vienna observatory, who hss been 
questioned on the snbjeot says there are 
no proofs that the Tychonian star and 
the star of 945 are identical. There are 
many stars which return after a lapse of 
■averil years; bat there is no authority 
for the certain return of a star not seen 
since 1572.
